The 
rest of Uncle Sam's flags, official and 
semiofficial are too numerous to men- 
tion. Every embassy, legation and 
consulate abroad has its quota. 




It la to be tnppoied that everyone 
Imowsthat June 14, is generally ob- 
served as Flag Day throughout the 
United States but few are aware that 
this custom originated in Pennsylva- 
nia, and it was through the efforts of 
the Sons of the Revolution that it 
came to be generally observed. 

Before the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, various flags were carried by the 
ct'lonists, the most conspicuous of 
these being the Pine Tree flig which 
showed a green pine on a white field 
and l)ore the motto "An Aopeal to 
Heaven." Another eeioaial Ibff was 
Ihi lHlliiii Wag with the words 
doatTkaaiaaMa," the a^alMcance 
of i^nhwaa better aadetstood by a 
certahi people aerew the water a little 
later on. Still these emblems did no) 
satisfy the people and when Washing 
ton was chosen Commander in Chief 
of the Army a committee was chusen 
to create a colonial flig that would be 
national in character. They decided 
on one with thirteen bars— alternate 
red and white, the King's ct<l )rs wi'li 
the white cross of St. Andrew and the 
red cross of St. George.

First Stop At Rotunda. 

The first stop is made at the Ro- 
tunda, a mntrnifiecr.t cavern whose 
limestone roilins? vaults some 50 feet 
above. Here are to be found the rude 
leaohini? va+s. loir p;i»es and frame 
work used by the early miners to so- 
cviTC the lime nitrate so important in 
the nmnnCattare of aal^peler. Ae 
!dentiad oh ie e ta aeea heve flayed 
their aHent but ■er e r thel eaa eSeetnal 
part in tldia« the then hitent nation 
over the perilooa aen of 1812. 

To the right of the Rotunda extends 
Audubon aventie, named after the 
Creat naturalist. This treasure laden 
passnire leads to Olive'g Hower. which 
contains the most beautiful stala* rites 
to ho found in the em re cr.ve. Oft tO 
the left of the Rotunda one strikes 
the Main Cave, alnioFt as wide 
«is a citj' street and fully Sftv 
feet high.

entering the Main Cave - the gcide ' probably nowhere else in the world 
leada hia guests directly to one of the ^ 
nio3t remaiicable eights in the cave, 
the Giant's CoflSn. Tbis is a colossal 

rock of lim< stone foriiPil ion. plucked 
in some preiJ^^torie luom-'ur from the 
wall of the eavs-rn ami s' t dov.n at the i 
side of the i-nth\^;'y. The huf ' roe!: is i 
ostlm.-ited to wci?h 2,000 ton?, is 4.') feet : 
long, varies trcn IJ to !'> fee*^ in i 

width, and has an almost uuiiorm _ _ « . 

The guide cdleeta an hnapa and re- 
traces his steiRB, leaTiag hia guests 
clone in a simcious hall with a high, 
flat ceiling. He soon loses himself to 
view and the dim reflection of the 
lamps ho carries is to be seen on tho 
ceiling. In t.his faint li^ht far over- 
'r^ad the spotR or "ritars" oi a thou- 
sand f^psiim crj'S'uils stand out 
RRainst a hackKrouiid of mansauf so di- 
oxide, givin.c; an exctUrnt imitation of 
a portion of the "Milky Way" seen in 
Cho inky blackness of a misty sky. 

And then the guide Fhouts a warning 
to his guests, the receding footsteps 
of the pilot in this sea at darloaess are 
n?ain heard, and, presto!— all light is 
gone. The a^iaea of the Tialtor are 
appaBed by the terril^yiag iatenstty of 
the indescribable HadOMaa aad he Is 
left in hopelessness and awe nntO the 
guide makes his welcome reappear- 
ance. Brief cave doscription will have 
accomplished its inirpose in the mind 
of the reader if it persuades him to 
make a pc isonal inspection of these 
< \ er-recurrir.g wonders. There ar.? 
five tiers or "stories" to Mammoth 
(^ave. ?nd when the lowest is reached 
and all is in readiness for an embarka- 
tion on tli^ wonderful Echo River, the 
v sltor is about 270 feet beneath thi» 
surface of the earth. 

River's Source in Darkness. 
This stream, located amid such 
weird surroundings, is navigable to 
the three rude boats that ply its sur- 
lace during the dry season for a dis- 
tance of something over half a mile. 
The "river" has its source in darkness 
and empties into the black unknown. 
The well-ni^h acoustic properties of 
the walls rising out of and arching 
Echo River have been often described, 
la piacea the smooth arch draws down 
to within less than three feet of the 
sarCace of the water «id the mariner 
aniat atoop in hia aeat The "rirer" 
has a attxtaaam width of Carty er Itty 
feet. dtBd ita gr ea ti B t depth la heBeved 
to b« about thMy>iTO feet. The aat- 
ural soundimr-beari fbrmed by the 
solid rock twisted into hundreds of 
nooks and inlets returns the faintest 
noise or note into myriads of echoes, 
in the cool, dark waters are often found 
marvelous witish fish and crawfish 
that Nature has kindly deprived of 
eyes because of their utter uselessness 
in such a place. 

Mere m.ention can here be made of a 
few of the many other wonders shown 
by the guide on even the briefest cave 
ioumey. Maauaoth Dome, about 150 
feet from Aoor to vaulted room. Is one 
of the striking ivories of the eaT^ra. 
Its almost perpeadlenlar waBa are r&- 
liered by gigaath: eohaaaa lidi In 
sculpture that the hand of nam might 
imitate but not excel Oflea these 
walls suggest that they ndsM have 
served as models for the a ea t M aw of 
the interiors 'ef the aadeat Bgyptfan 
nyramlds. 




diere la a jiause, a atHhMaa foBows.

above a monfrtonoua. slow, regular tick-

Colossal Cavern. 

Colossal Caveru was discovorrd in 
18*).". by liobert Vv'oousori, who w.'is 
searebiTig for a Si^rirg. Ir was iirst 
partially exidoixd by a young man 
named Pike Chapman in the fall and 
winter of the same year and in the 
spring of 18S6, since which time more 
of the cavern has been explored and a 
great aawmut of week doaa at the ea- 
t ra a e e ia the wideaiag of aeretal 
very aanvw pasaages. the leareriag of 
the floor in certain piacea where the 
space between the floor and the n>of 
of the cave did not permit of an easy 
traveling, and tiie construt tiou ot 
roads. All of tliis work has now been 
completed and the trip through iho 
cave can me.v 't)e made without ai<y 
great exeitiou in aliout six hours. As 
yet but few i>"rsons liave seen the in 
terior of the magnificent cavern, ami it 
stands to-day praetically the same as 
when first discovered. Ntne of the 
beautiful roek formationa have been 
destroyed by vandala or Mackened by 
the aamke of oU laa^s, wMch are not 
used here. In order to preserve the 
natural whiteaess of the beautifBl loek 
formation it was dec i ded to use iu^ 
vidual at-etyiene lam!>s, whose light is 
much more I rilliaiit and ;,owerfiil antj 
v bit h do not give off the disagreeable 
smell that arisi s from oil lami s. Orig 
inally several ciitrane( s existed to Co- 
lossal Cavern, but these were all 
closed by filling in the entrance with 
reck and earth aiid an entrance made 
at the extre.ne -.esT ee.d of the cavern. 
This was done for the reason that the 
natural entrances were v.ry inconveni- 
ent and hard to reach, the suMacelaad 
being very rough and hilly. 

The entrance to Colnasal Cavern Is 
one and one-half mfles fraua the ea- 
traace to Maannoth Cave aad at the. 
toot of a steep bill fsefng thm west, 
.;nd is the private property of the I... & 
\'. Railwav.

From tlie purfaco to the floor of the 
cure Is two hundred and twelve feet, 
the deseeui being made down v.ell 
constructed stej s in the ro( k, the pas 
sage way averaging about three feet in 
wklth. From the foot of tlie steps the 
avenue in which wo find ourselves, and 
whi< h is thj main avenue of the cave, 
ertcnds for four miles in a southea.^t- 
wrly direction to the ead of tL» 
.%n the rock at this tevel is limestone. 
t.nd after oae'a eyea have biineiBtj ae- 
cnstoBwd to the daricaess the reauuk- 
aUe Aape of the reeka aad amrkins 
in the walls and eeiliags attraets the 
attention. There Is poss bly no known 
cavern where the action of the water 
and the fon e of eruption is as plainly 
f^en as in Colossal Cavern and in cer- 
tain localities farther on. particularly 
In Florence avsaws the waBa are ifehiy 
decorated.

The aanonncement that the supreme

The w ctll ar s an- 
Booaeed that they would iilrt Ike case 
all through the courts, Iwt they eon.- 
sented to pay the tax pending a s^ttle^ 
ment. If the decision had been against 
the state and in favor of the rectifiers 
the state would have had to refund 
the amount which has already been 
paid by the rer titters, and it would 
have crippled the treasury greatly.
